It was admitted that this letter was sent by what purported to be 
the Church, composed of a decided majority of the whole Church. 

At the same time, another letter was received, from a body call- 
ing themselves the minority of the said Church, but claiming to 
be ‘the true, identical, regular Baptist Church, in Fredericks- 
: burg.” The total number of members reported to be in the com- 

~ ynunion of that Church last year, was 427. The number of names 
¢iven in the letter of the minority, as identified with them, is 3 
males, and 14 females; making together 17. This minority ground 
their claim to be “‘ the true, identical Church,” on the allegation 
that the majority of the Church have abandoned the principles, 
, or doctrines on which both their Church and this Association 
{ ‘were constituted. It appears that one of the brethren constitu- 
ting this minority, was, in the course of this excitement which 
éxisted among them, excluded by the majority, and that by the 
minority, five of the members composing the majority were ex- 
cluded. The charges and recriminations which led to these mea- : 
sures, the committee have regarded as irrelevant to the subject ; 
the only legitimate subject of inquiry being, whether the majority — - 
of said Church have departed from the faith on which the Associ- 
ation is constituted. The 2d Article of the Constitution provides, 
that “this Association shall exercise no authority over the several 

Churches ; but shall regard them as entirely independent; shall 

give full credit to their acts; and, shall never pass any censure or 
- animadversion thereon.” This article precludes all investigation 

by the Association into the correctness of the Church in its acts of 

discipline with its own members. The 4th Article of the Consti- | 

‘ution’ provides, “that any Church dissenting from the articles of 
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faith expressed in this Constitution, shall be excluded from the. 
privileges of the Association.”’ The articles are contained in the 
preceding article, and are the same as are published annually on _ 
the first page of our Minutes. The Messengers appointed by the

Every church shall have the privilege of sending two Mes- 
sengers, who shall be entitled to vote in all cases; but no proxies 
shall ever be received. It is expected that each church will send 
a letter tothe Association, containing the names of the Messen- 
gers appointed ; her numbers baptised ; received by letter; restors 
ed; dismissed by letter; excluded : deceased ; and the total num- 
ber belonging to her communion, 

Art. 7. The officers of the Association shall be a Moderator, 
Clerk, and Treasurer: all of whom shall be chosen by ballot; 
the first annually, and to continue in office until a new election ; 
the others to remain in office during the pleasure of the Association, 

Art. 8. It'shall be the duty of the Moderator to preside in the 
Association ‘during its session ; to preserve order; propose ques- 
tions, and announce ‘the decisions of the Association ; but, except 
On questions of order, he shall never speak himself upon subjects 
before the Association, unless he shall cal] some other member to 
fill the chair for the times and then he shall be governed by the
